How does this affect lowa?
More young people are reporting marijuana is not a big deal.
Nearly 60% of all positive lowa workplace drug test results indicate workers have used
marijuana. (IbpH, 2008)
In 2010, Colorado was the source state in 10% of all lowa drug interdiction stops finding
marijuana. This grew to 25% in 2011 and 36% in 2012. (2013 lowa Department of Public Safety)
